The  tabulation  which  follows  shows  the  number  of  birds  in  NPIP  hatchery  supply  flocks  and  the 
percentage  distribution  according  to  the  matings  in  which  they  were  used.    These  data  indicate 
the  trend  in  the  type  of  chick  demanded  in  the  various  States.    This  is  not  an  entirely  accurate 
indication  of  breed  popularity  since  the  Crossmated  totals  include  a  high  proportion  of  purebreds 
which  would  otherwise  be  listed  under  the  respective  breed  totals.    The  divisional  totals  are  for 
the  year  1963-64.
